PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

ORDINANCE FOR THE LEVY OF TAXES FOR THE YEAR 2018 


BE IT ORDAINED, by the Board of Commissioners of the Forest Preserve District of Cook County: 

Section I. That this Ordinance is and the same is hereby termed the “Ordinance for the Levy of Taxes 
for the Year 2018.” 

Section 2. That the Committee on Finance of the Board of Commissioners of the Forest Preserve District 
of Cook County, Illinois has considered the subject of the Annual Tax Levy for the year 2018 and the 
several sums necessary to be levied to meet the needs and requirements of the Forest Preserve District of 
Cook County for said year and has recommended that this ordinance for the levy of taxes be adopted. 

Section 3. That the Commissioners of the Forest Preserve District of Cook County, heretofore having 
approved and adopted the Annual Appropriation Ordinance for the Forest Preserve District of Cook 
County for the year commencing January 1, 2018 at its meeting held December 12, 2017, which ordinance 
was published by authority of said Board as provided by law and which portion of said Appropriation 
Ordinance pertaining to Fund and Departmental Appropriations (together with marginal columns captioned 
“ Payable from the Tax Levy” and “Payable from sources other than the Tax Levy” where applicable) is 
set forth hereinafter. 

Section 4. That the sum of Ninety Four Million, Four Hundred Fifteen Thousand, Three Dollars and No 
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Cents ($94,415,003), being the sum of Appropriations heretofore legally made which are to be paid from 
the collection of the Annual Tax Levy of the Forest Preserve District of Cook County, Illinois for the Levy 
Year 2018 A.D. for the corporate purposes, for self-insurance, for the construction of improvements and 
development of the forests and lands, for real estate acquisition, for payment for principal and interest on 
bonded debt, for payment for contributions to Employees’ Annuity and Benefit Fund, and for the payment 
of amounts to the Chicago Zoological Society and the Chicago Horticultural Society, all as adopted by the 
Board of Commissioners of the Forest Preserve District of Cook County at its meeting held December 12, 
2017 and published by the authority of said Board according to law, is hereby levied on all the taxable 
property within said Forest Preserve District of Cook County, Illinois for the Levy Year 2018 being 
composed of the specific amounts for the various purposes herein before named.

Summary: The State of Illinois receives preparedness grant funds from the United States Department ol 
Homeland Security/Office of Domestic Preparedness (“DHS”) pursuant to the Urban Area Security 
Initiative (“UASI”), established under 6USC § 604, which provides financial assistance to address the 
unique multi-discipline planning, organization, equipment, training, and exercise needs of high-threat, 
high-density areas and to assist them in building and sustaining capabilities to prevent, protect against, 
respond to and recover from threats or acts of terrorism. Cook County has entered into an agreement with 
the Illinois Emergency Management Agency (“lEMA”), the agency designated by the State of Illinois, to 
receive and administer funding provided to the State by DHS pursuant to the Federal Fiscal Year 2015 
UASI. 

Cook County is committed to utilizing a portion of the funding provided to it under the agreement between 
Cook County and lEMA to provide financial assistance to sustain, maintain, and develop the Preserves’ 
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Mobile Data Terminal systems. Such Mobile Data Terminals will support primary efforts to build and 
sustain the capabilities necessary to prevent, protect against, mitigate, respond to, and recover from acts ol 
terrorism, and other threats and hazards posing the greatest risk to the Urban Area, based on capability 
targets and gaps identified during the Threat and Hazard Identification and Risk Assessment process and 
Chicago/Cook County Urban Area Homeland Security Strategy which outlines high-priority needs relating 
to terrorism preparedness.

Summary: The Forest Preserves of Cook County (the “Preserves”) would like to extend the Northwest 
Conservation Corps internship program for an additional five (5) years. Total project costs are $232,307.00 
annually, of which $155,000.00 is being directly contributed towards work within the Preserves. Funds are 
being contributed by the Bobolink Foundation in conjunction with Friends of the Forest Preserves 
(“FOTFP”), at no added cost to the Preserves. 

The Preserves previously entered into an agreement with FOTFP, following FOTFP’s receipt of a grant 
from the Bobolink Foundation to support Northwest Conservation Corps. The Northwest Conservation 
Corps engages four (4) participants, one (1) Crew Manager, and one (1) Assistant Crew Manager in 
hands-on ecological restoration activities including chainsaw operation, herbicide application, prescribed 
fire, native seed collection, and invasive species removal. 

Ecological restoration is conducted in partnership with the Preserves, the Fake County Forest Preserves, 
Citizens for Conservation, and Audubon Great Fakes to advance joint goals in support of volunteer 
stewardship projects and invasive species management in the region. In the Preserves, the crew works at 
Spring Creek Preserve, Poplar Creek Preserve, and Schaumburg Road Grassland in Northwest Cook 
County. The crew also works on preserves owned and managed by the Fake County Forest Preserves, 
as well as at various Citizen’s for Conservation holdings in the Barrington area. 

This project will leverage the volunteer stewardship expertise of the participating partner organizations and 
advance the Preserve’s Next Century Conservation Plan goal to mobilize people to heal and nurture the 
land.
